^ SPACE CENTER, Houston - 
John Glenn admired the bean- 
warming glow of Perth, 
Australia — - bigger and even 
more beautiful fr^ orbit thuft 
he remembered ~ as the dty 
rented a 36-yetr-old tradition 
Friday, and turned on all of its 
lights for the space pioneer. 

“It's been a long t^e igoT 
looked at the same tFring from h 
little lower altitude." the 77 - 
year-old astronaut said as space 
shuttle Discovery soared 350 
miles above the continent. "But 
it looks beautiful up here...” 

Back at Mission Control, sfauo 
tie managers laundied a pair 
investigations to determine why 
Discovery’s drag-chute door 
ripped off just before liftoff 
Thursday. The i 1-pound alu- 
minum door struck the bottom 
of an engine nozxle; if it had hit 
the engine a foot or so higher 
tmd pierced a hydrogen-cooling 
line, it could have Uren disasi- 
treus, said mission operations 
director Jeff Bantle. 

Glenn launched into o series 
of geriatric tests on his first full 
day in orbit, and watched as his 
crewmate's set loose a small 
experimental communication 
satellite for the Navy.

It's easy to blame the mud- 
slinging on (he candidates. (And 
for (he most part, the candidates 
themselves ore blaming it on 
each other.) But not all of the 
insinuations and accusations are 
coming from within the two cam- 
paigns. 

Messages from outside inter- 
ests would have voters b^cve 
Stalling almost single-handedly 
caused crime to rise, and Aat 
Simpson completely disdains 
America and its dtizens. 

The messages are coming via 
on Idaho Republican Party tclevi- 
Sion odverrisement accusing 
Stallings of opposing the death 
penalty, and through phone mTi« 
froth Wisconan-bosed Americans 
for Limited Terms that bash 
Simpson for not promising to 
limit his congressional stay. 

Neither tactic sits well with 
some southern Idahoans. A 
Blackfoot couple held a press coih 
fcrcncc to decry the phone miu 
coming from out-of-statc. 

On Thursday. Stallings’ 
spokesman David Goddard said 
he hadn’t even heard about the 
calls. 

Meanwhile, Stallings colls the 
GOP’s death penalty an “out- 
right lie." Even Simpson didn’t 
like the ads; he colled the state 
party and asked that the ads ^ 
pulled. 

But the reality is, ndthcr ciui- 
didatc can conc^ these outside 
groups. The ads and phone mlt^ 
arc examples of “independent 
expenditures" - unregulotcd 
and unrecorded issue-oriented 
tactics that support one candi- 
date, but are prepared and paid 
for by an outside entity. 

DcHned by federal law as liter- 
ature or ads “made without coop- 
eration or consultation" with the 
campaifm offices, independent 
expenditures are becoming 
either an oft-obused loophole in 
campaign fmance law or a legal 
and effective way for concerned 
atizens to be heard - depending 
on who’s asked.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
money Congress approved to hire 
teachers nationwide will go mostly 
to schools in big rides su^ os New 
York and Los Angeles, with les to 
most suburbs and rural areas. 

And because the mortey is not 
supposed to be used to increase 
pay, one quesdon is whether it 
will help rides solve their teach* 
ing shortages, the result mostly of 
low pay and tough woiidng condi- 
tions. 

The problem isn't a national 
lack of teachers, most cducadon 
offldnls agree, but getting tlunn to 
work in dementory schools and 
other places where more teachers 
ore needed and to tea^ special- 
dcs such as upper-grade foreign 
languages and the sciences that 
ore going unfilled. 

In addition, many cash-poor city 
districts will need to think careful- 
ly about whether to use the money 
to hire new teachers vdien there’s 
no guarantee Congress will 
approve another round of money 
next year. 

“It’s never going to be a clean 
formula” of how to distribute the 
money, said Anne Bryant, execu- 
tive director of the National 
School Boards Associadoit “It’s 
going to be the district making the 
best decision that it can to raise i 
student achievement" I

The crowd burst into applause as 
Discov^ left the pad, then again after 
the solid rocket boosters detached in a 
puff of anokc. Most came to the museum 
specifically to w-atch the launch. For otli- 
ers, like Patti Patterson’s fifth graders 
from FUer Elementary, seeing the shut- 
tle flight was an-added bonus to their 
class field trip.

Hagerman School District looks j 
at implementing gifted program 


3 other districts 
may.participate

HAGERMAN - The 
Hagerman S(±ool District hopes 
to implement some type of a 
program for gifted and talented 
students as early as next year, 
even though specifics such as 
funding have yet to be settled. 

Hagerman Superintendent 
Lee Wtchdl recently met with 
Gary Marx, the gifted and tal- 
ented specialist with tho State 
Department of Education, and 
superintendents from Bliss and 
Wendell. Castleford's Super- 
intendent Kelly Murphy was 
invited but unable to attend. 

The meeting, Mitchell said, 
was to talk about whether 
there’s possibility of developing 
a multi-district gifted and tal- 
ented program. 

Marx approached the four dis- 
tricts - Bliss, Castleford, 
Hagerman and Wendell - 
proposing the schools share the 
cost of a facilitator who would 
oversee the program. 

The program could be funded 
with unused full-time equiva- 
lencies; FTE’s are what the 
state reimburses a school dis- 
trict for a certain number of 
teaching positions based on the 
district’s enrollment. Anything 
beyond that would be the sole 
financial responsibility of each 
district. 

The barc-bones cost for a gift- 
ed and talented specialist for 


one year - salary and benefits - 
would run about $30,000. If 
split four ways, the cost to each 
district would be roughly 
$7,500. 

The problem: None of the dis- 
tricts have unused FTE’s. 

“This has been an issue for us 
at the slate, that our rural dis- 
tricts cannot afford gifted and 
talented teachers because of 
the money factor or lack of 
FTE," Marx said. “They're real- 
ly tight so that is why I came up 
with the idea ofjolning forces 
to see if they could possibly hire 
someone between the three or 
four districts.” 

Mitchell’s commitment to 
meet the needs of all Hagerman 
students has him working hard 
to find a way to jiimp-start the 
program. 

“This will be a challenge, one 
wc will accept," Mitchell said. 
“I don’t know how wc'lI meet 
the challenge ... but we will.” 

Mitchell plans to put together 
on advisory committee of par- 
ents and elementary school 
teachers. Through this panel, 
Mitchell hopes to get some 
direction as to how the program 
would be structured and put 
into motion. 

Besides the money, Mitchell 
said, issues still hanging arc 
classrooms, personnel, curricu- 
lum and identifying and testing 
potential candidates. 

In the beginning, the pro- 
gram’s curriculum would center 
on academic achievement - crit- 
ical and abstract thinking. From 
there, Mitchell said, curriculum 
could expand into music, art, 
leadership skills, accelerated 
classes in the sciences and in 


math and foreign longuagei 

Today, all four districts try. to 
meet the 1993 Gifted 'ind 
Talented Mandate by incorpo- 
rating some accelerated learn- 
ing into regular classes. 

Wendell, for example, bud- 
gets a little extra money so each 
teacher can try to supplement 
students’ educational opportuni- 
ties. 

"We do what we can,” 
Wendell Superintendent Larry 
Manley said. “We try to utilize 
the dollars wc have that'will 
serve the majority of the-stu- 
dents." 

But, Marx admitted, many 
Idaho schools fall short of actual 
compliance, and the state has no 
way of enforcing the mandate! 

What happens, he said, is that 
many gifted students end up 
“floundering around in the As- 
tern” because they aren’t chal. 
Icnged enough by the regular 
curriculum. , , 

What’s worse, Morx said, 
instead of expanding their Abili- 
ties many shut down completely 
by dropping out of schotil. 
Gifted and talented children 
make up 10 to 20 percent of the 
nation’s dropout rate. 

Mitchell agrees more has. to 
be done. 

"We're here to meet the 
needs of all our kids," Mitchell 
said. "We’ve always done an 
excellent job with spcciol-bdu- 
cation students. Now it’s tiihc to 
work on the other end'and 
address the needs of the gifted 
and talented students.” - ;

F iler - Filer police 
officer Randy Free- 
man did not have a 
happy childhood 
but he was deter- 
mined to have a good life. 

"My parents got a divorce 
when I was 14, but they 
might as well hove been 
divorced long before that," 
Freeman said in a halting 
voice. "It was .the worst thing 
any Idd could go through.” 
Freeman was put in a fos- 
ter hcxne. He graduated from 
high school and went on to 
put himself through Blue 
Mountain Community . 
College in Oregon. With a 
degree in criminology and a 
two-year emphasis certificate 
in counseling. Freemen 
moved to Montana, where 
his life took a dramatic turn. 

"When I got into Malta, 
Mont.. I was 2S years old," he 
recalled. "I got a job and 
made some wonderf^ ranch- 
hand friends, but all this 
time, I felt restless inside. 
Emotionally, I was drained. 1 
was hungry for something, 
but didn't Imow what" 

‘Hien Freeman met Roger, 
a bom-again Christian. 

"He asked me to go to 
church, but I told him, 'No, 
Pve done that,' but he kept 
acting me and finally I went 
to church with Roger and 
there, for the first time, 

. heari about the love of Jesus 
Christ," Fteeman expired.

Christ would forgive my sins 
and Pd be saved for etc^ty. 

It was like fasting for 40 days 
and then hoving a seven-- 
course meal sitting in front 
of me. When tbe pastor 
extended ah invitation, I ' 
said, 'I want that.' and I 
accepted what God offered.” 
Freeman, ^sho is single, said . 
he didn't change completely 
right away. The first two 
months, he studied the Bible 
and went to Sunday SdiooL 
“Then one ni^t I drove 
off a snowy road five miles 
from a ranch,” he said. "I 
walked the five miles and 
saw the most beautiful sight 
The hoar frost was falling all 
around me. It was fantasti- 
cally beautiful. I fell to my - 
knees and knew there must 
be a God to create such 
beauty. I said, 'I’m yours 
Lord.' I knew what I neied^ 
and what God required was 
total commitment" 

To describe what hap- 
pened next, the patrolman 
quoted from Isaiah 6:8: 
"Then I heard the voice of 
the Lord saying, 'Whom <hnll 
I send? And \rao will go for 
us?’ And I said, 'Here am I, 
send me!’” 


In 1989, Freeman became 
a world chompion arm 
wrestler and had the oppor- 
tunity to spoak to many 
youn^ people ot vouth con- 
ventions and rollies. At a 
Youth Quake in Canada, 
there were 4,000 youth in the 
audience. 

He once told about a man 
who was found to be using 
drugs: "I didn't arrest him 
right away, but went to the 
complainant and explained 
what I wanted to do ^th the 
man. I wanted to handle his 
problem my way rather than 
through the court system. I 
told the man the conse- 
quences of using drugs and 
that I knew there was hope 
for him if he’d do what I was 
asking him to do. In a few 
days, I found the drugs taped 
to tile back door of the police 
department with a note and, 
to mis day, he's off the drugs.” 

Another time. Freeman 
found a homeless family 
camping at different loca- * 
tions in Filer and invited the 
family to live in his apart- 
ment while he was away on 
vacation. 

Then there was the boy, 
filled with anger, who was 


put into on anger control pro- 
gram and is doing very wu - 
and the girl who had to be 
arrested because of her 
treatment of her parents and 
suspected dru^ use. 

"I almost died when I told 
her I was raking her in," said 
Freeman, who added that he 
could see himself in these 
kids’ lives. "I wanted them to 
see, like I did, that when I 
realized I was important, I 
was special and loved, my 
whole character changed.” 
Freeman said he doesn't 
preach, but rather uses the 
principles found in II 
Corintltians 13 when work- 
ing with people. 

"I asked my chief to give 
me the title community 
resource officer, because 1 
want to be a good resource 
for our people,” he said. “I 
love people, but I’m strict 
with mem." 

Filer Chief of PoUce Cliff 
Johnson said of Freeman, 
“Even when he’s off duty, 
he’s still oroimd helping peo- 
ple. I almost have to dnve 
aim out of the office. He's 
always here.” 

Freeman contends that 
ptople turn to drugs and sex 
because, inside,, they are 
bankrupt. 

They need to know Christ 
will fill that void,” he said" 
Freeman has just been 
notified that he has been cho- 
sen for a promotion to deputy 
sheriff with the Idaho Coialty 
Sheriffs Department.

A spiritual director is neither 
therapist nor pastoral counselor, 
more a providm of a safe place to 
talk.

New book relives hellish experience

FORT WORTH, Texas - 
Debbie Morris had a story to tell, 
too. 

Sister Helen Prejeon had seen 
that dearly when the cwo women 
net in 199S for the first time. 
Prejean’s book on her relation- 
ship with two Louisiana Death 
Row inmates, Robert Lee Willie 
and Patrick Sonnier, had been in 
stores for two yeors. Tim 
Robbins* film “Dead Man 
Walking.” starring Susan 
Sarandon as Prejeon and Scan 
Penn os a composite of both men, 
had been released only weeks 
before. 

No one had contacted Morris, 

though her testimony 15 years 
before had scaled Willie’s fate. 
Now Morris has written her own 
book, “Forgiving the Dead Man 
Wolkin^” 

Dcbbne Morris was 16 the night 
her life changed. She and her 
boyfriend, Mark Brewster, were 
parked at the river in 
Madisonvilic, La., when Willie 
and Joseph Vaccaro app/oached 
their car. Vaccaro put gun to

Brewster’s head and climbed into 
the driver's scat. Willie slid into 
the back seat and jabbed a sawed- 
off shotgun into Mcnis* cheek. 

Then they drove their hostages 
out of towa 

During the next 30 hours, 
Brewster would be shot in the- 
head and left for dead, and Morris 
would be repeatedly raped as 
Willie and Vaccaro took her 
oaoss two sate lines and back to 
Tffliidnnn^ looking for dfugs. 

Morris' composure saved her 
life. Growing up in a home where 
both parents hdd drinking prob- 
lems, she learned -early on hw to 
read adults, how to tty to moke sit- 
uations turn out OK. So she sat in 
the car, between two murderous 
parolees from Angola prison, and 
made conversation. 

“I need to take them off their 
guard,” she thought. “I ttced to 
force them to sec me as more 
than just an object.” 

W.illie warmed to Morris. He 
started flirting with her. And in 
the end, he let her go. Morris 
would soon find out that Faith 


Hathaway, Willie and Vacearo’s 
previous victim, had not been so 
lucky. Her body was found sesor- 
ol d^ later in the same deserted 
area to which the men hod taken 
Moms. 

Morris’ testimony put Willie 
and Vaccaro away fv life. Later, 
a Louisiana jury sentenced Willie 
to die for Hothaway's murder. 
But Morris’ own trials were just 
begitming.. 

The anger builL Morris, prwi- 
ously a strong student, dropped 
out of.high school She began to 
drink — something she hod 
vowed never to do, considering 
her family history. Pa^c attacks 
would str^c at random. 

Still, she earned a GED and 
enrolled in college. When 
Willie’s execution date arrived. 
Morris made sure she was out of 
town. When the hour of Willie’s 
death grew near, she made sure 
. she was asleep.

East’s butt'in of two spades 
produced the lead that caused a 
problem Tor Mr. Cohen. Without a 
spade lead, Mr. Cohdn could have 
succeeded by establishing dum- 
my’s diamonds via a ruff (the 
heart nine Is the entry) and then, 
after trumps are ptdled, leading to 
Amur ’s spade ace to run the dia- 

Hov did Mr. Cohen make the 
slam against the spade lead? He „ 
look dummy's ace and went for 
bis only chance -> the club ace 
with West. He cashed dummy’s., 
tap diamonds and discarded two 
dubs, the king and queen! Next, 
he ruOed a diamond high to estab- 
lish the suit, and then he drew 
trumps. This left West with only 
his dub suit, and with that bmil- 
iar sinking feeling. West knew he 
was about to be become a help- 
less victim. 

When Mr. Cohen ted his last 
dub toward dummy’s J-2, West 
bad to surrender. If he took his 
ace, be would have to lead to dum- 
my's dub jade and the good dia- 
monds. And if West ducked the 
ace, Mr. Coben would win dum- 
my’s jack and make on ovcrtrick.
